The Workers Alliance affiliate 
isn’t satisfied with the relief 
bureau's story that they can’t turn 
on her gas, that they can’t feed 
a woman, who is starving because 
she no longer earns the $4 a week 
she used to make by doing home 
work on veils. Instead the unem- 
ployed Association takes action, 
sends delegations to the relief 
authorities and gets her some- 
thing to eat, 

You meet many skilleu workers 
at the Unemployed Association's 
office, stone masons, terrazo 
workers, marble setters and so 
forth. With no work to do till 
the Association gets them on a 
WPA job. 

“A great many of the Ital- 
lan workers have skill of some 
kind,” said DeRosa. “We are 
resisting now the attempt of 
some WPA executives to demote 
them to labor jobs at lower 
pay.” 

Italian workers, more than 
most others, are being discrim- 
inated against in this way. But 
fortunately they have a fighting 
organization behind them.

100 Grand to 


Turn Pro

May Start Tour This 
Winter 

CHICAGO, Oct. 17 (UP)..— A 
“mere” $25,000 tonight s be- 
tween J. Donald Budge, the world's 
foremost amateur tennis player, 
and professionalism. 

Jack Harris, Chicago sports pro- 
moter, revealed he has offered the 
gangling Oakland, Cal. redhead 
$75,000 with the option of a “liberal 
percentage” to desert the simon 
pure ranks. Budge said at Oak- 
land that he may accept the offer, 
but added that he “may hold out 
for $100,000.” 

Though there have been per- 
sistent rumors for more than a year 
that Budge would turn pro, it was 
the first time he openly indicated 
he was ready to forego glory—on 
expense account — for the heavy 
gold of the professional courts. 

Harris said that if Budge accepts 
the offer, the Davis Cup hero would 
start on a tour of the United States 
and Canada “soon after the first 
of the year,” with the tour prob- 
ably opening in New York. 

The tempting offer came two 
days after the official closing date 
of the American competitive tennis 
season and at the peak year of 
Budge’s amateur carecr—a year 
which saw him score a “grand 
slam” in the four major tourna- 
ments and fetain. the Davis Cup 
for the United States virtually 
single-handed. 

Budge this year swept the- Aus- 
tralian, French, English and United 
States titles—the first time in his- 
tory that the four crowns have 
been held simultaneously by one 
man 


His last defeat in a big-time 
singles match was at the hands of 
England’s Fred Perry in the 1936 
Nationals at Forest Hills, where he 
stood within two points of victory 
and then was overtaken. 

Later that year, Budge defeated 
Perry in the Pacific Southwest 
tournament—the same tourney in 
which Budge himself was beaten 


three weeks ago by Australia’s 
Adrian Quist. Perry then turned 
pro
